STEEL ENGRAVINGS. 

An Early One Would Be Worth a 
Fortune to Its Finder. 

Here is a prise forlibrary-hunting. 
Wheil and where did the art of steel 
engraving originate? Obviously it is 
an important art, without which it 
would be impossible to produce 10, 
000 wholly uniform engravings. 0 
paper money it is necessary to print 
millions of pieces, each kind to be ab 
sulutely uniform, and of postag( 
stamps, those art works in miniature 
the call is for many thoUMUldsof mil- 
lion*. Most of the postage stamps 
bearing the portrait of Queen Victo- 
ria were derived from one plate made 
in 1840, says a Hoston publication. 
All the world knows that Jacob Per 
kin.-, he of Xewburport, gotten, Phil- 
adelphia, and Kngland, invented this 
particular procest, and official rec- 
ords show that Ins invention was sub- 
stantially complete in 1809. Tt is 
known also that m 1809 he had been 
work upon his process for many 
years, lie appears to have taken out 
a patent bearing upon this invention 
before 1800. His object was to print 
hank notes not easily forged, and in- 
cidentally he seems to have become 
the father of steel engraving, not the 
least of nineteenth century achieve- 
ments. As early as 1809 he under- 
took to introduce his art in Kngland, 
icnce it spread all over the conti- 
nent. But most of the records bear- 
ing upon the origin of steel engraving 
have disappeared, and an example of 
the art produced before 1830 might 
be worth its weight in diamonds.
